irst Threatened, They Are Merely 


Withholding Special Privileges That Greek Commerce Has En- 
joyed Since Beginning of War—Reports of Fighting in Balkans 
Are Confusing as Ever—No Doubt That Advance of Enemy 


Forces is Being Delayed. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LUNDUN, Noy, 2%.—Instead of de- 
claring a general blockade of the 
Greek ports the allies have, accord- 
ine te a statement issued by the Brit- 
ish foreign office today, withdrawn, 
‘ ed witnuraw, the spe- 
cial privileges which Greek commerce 
has  .joyed since the outbreak of the 
war. 

What these special privileges are is 
not specifically stated;: but, ‘as-an ex- 
ample, Greece has been allowed to 
draw her supplies of coal from Welsh 
collier To do this, Greek mer-|} 
chants required special permits, as/ 
the export of coal from the 3ritish | 
Isles is allowed only under « special 
license, 

There are many other commodities 
the export of which is permitted only 
to certain countries. Invariably, 
When orders have been issued against 
the export of such commodities 
Greece has been among the countries 
excepted. Now, unless she cocendes 
to the demands of th allies for as- 
Surances of the safety of their troops 
in the Balkans, Greece will be struck 
off the list of countries which have 
these privileges. 

While this less vigorous attitude on 
the part of the allied governments 
has caused some dissatisfaction in 
quarters where strong measures are 
advocated, it has eased the situation, 
an dthe belief is now prevalent that 
Greece, having been impressed by 
Lord Kitchener's visit and the threat 
against her commerce, will concede 
the demands, 

Of the fighting in the Balkans, the 
reports are more confusing that ever. 
The German accounts still claim prog- 
ress for the Austro-German and Bul- 
garlan troops, and recount the cap- 
ture of thousands of prisoners and 
many guns from the Serbians. But 
from the towns mentioned their ad+ 
vance appears very slow. It may be 
as reported from Itahan sources that 
the campaign is waiting on a change 
in the digposition of the armies so 
that the Germans miay be the first to 
enter Monastir, This would avold 
the trowble Jikely to arise through 
Greek objectich to Bulgarian occupa- 
on of tie city, which is so near her 
boarder. i 

Despatches from Athens, however 
state that the delay is due to the fact 
that the Serbians have defeated the 
Bulgarians, who were advancing on 
‘Monastir, and that they have re-oc- 
eupied their front in the Veles-Prilep 
line. The real reason for the slow- 
ness of the invaders’ progress, it is 
thought, arises from difficulties of 
transport. 


REPRESENTATIONS 
ARE MADE TO GREECE 


ROME, Nov, 23.—-Greece’s serieus 
position, if she continues to defy the 
allies, was strongly .represented by 
the fore'gn minister, Baron Somnino 
to the Greek minister here today. 
Signs of great activity at the foreign 
office followed a long conference be 
tween the two. Whether this indi- 
eates early Greek acquiescence in the 
entente powers’ demands, or fore- 
shadows still further steps toward 
compelling the Athens government to 
yield, was not revealed, 

It is no secret that Italy is co-op- 
erating with the other entente pow- 
ers in bringing pressure on the 
Greeks, The two countries have been 
closel associated diplomatically, so 
it misidered natural that Baron 
Sonnino should have much influence 
with the Greek government heads, 

In answer to King Constantine's 
representations that he cannot allow 
is country to be overrun by Ger- | 
many and her allies as Serbia and} 
Belgium have been, the entente rep- | 
resentatives ure understood to have | 
maintained that the Germanic group | 
will never be in a position to accom- | 
plish this, whfle the allies are so situ- 
ated as to make the Greek situation 
impossible immediately. 

Constantine is said to have been 
jrought near enough to terms to have 
consented to Complying with the al- 
wishes. provided they send an 
Ps uate force to the Balkans, The 
question still at issue is what consti- 
tutes an adequate force,

21 passed without fighting in that re-

RUSSIAN REPORT 

PBETROGRAD, Nov. 23. via London, 
Nov. 24, 12.10 a.m.—The following 
viticial communication was issued to- 
day; i. 

“In the Dvina district,” north. of 
Lake Sventen, we captured a first 
line enemy trench. Southwest 
Dvinsk the enemy assunté 
sive along the river and- about the 
lakes, but under our fire he suffered 
heavy losses.

FOUR MILLION MEN 
IN ARMS BY MARCH 


This is Statement Attributed To 
Kitchener in Athens—Will 
Aid Russians Also 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Nov, 23—Earl Kitch- 
ener, the British sccretary for 
war, in conversation with Greek 
officials in his recent visit ty 
Athens, is reported to have de- 
clared that England will have ‘by 
next March four million soldiers 
under arms, and will be dn a pos!- 
tion to arm and provision six 
millicn Russians, and that con- 
sequently it Would show great 
stupidity to think the war would 
end otherwise than in complete 
defeat fqr Germany. 

This information 4s contained tn 
an Athens despatch to the Havas 
Agency, which adds t hat Lord 
Kitchener admitted that the de- 
claration of war found the ertente 
powers insufficiently prepared for 
so long a campaign, but said that 
the allies had known how to 
utilize the time since to perfect 
their military preparations,

Promptly at eight o'clock Tuesday 
ing the first C.N.R. passenger train. 
Edmonton to the Coast steamed out 
of the union depot on its thirty-four 
hour journey, thus not only definitely 
opening up for pu'bli¢ service the final

Sir Donald Mann's Vision,
